Egypt and the Soviet Union today 
announced 
a 
15-year treaty of 
“ unbreakable friendship" that binds 
them closer m ilitar’y than ever 
before. The Arab world reacted 
enthusiastically but Israel said it 
was “ a clear threat to upset the 
balance of arms in the Middle 
East." 
Soviet 
President 
Nikolai 
V. 
Podgorny and Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat signed the treaty 
Thursday to climax Podgorny's trip 
to Cairo which ends today. Political 
sources in Beirut called the pact 
unique in the Arab world and “ of 
profound significance.” 
Podgorny left today in a blaze of 
Egyptian acclaim. Crowds mobbing 
the airport chanted slogans hailing 
Soviet-Egyptian 
friendship 
as 
Podgorny embraced Sadat in an 
enthusiastic red carpet sendoff that 
outdid his arrival four days ago. 
A 21-gun salute thundered as 
Podgorny’s plane was airborne at 
5:13p.m. (10:13p.m. EDT). 
Tel Aviv dispatches said the scope 
of the agreement took Israel by 
surprise and the fact that a formal 
treaty was signed after so many 
years 
without one 
also 
was 
unexpected. 
Israeli sources in Tel Aviv said the 
possible answers were that first, the 
Soviets are attempting to protect 
their 
billions 
of 
dollars 
of 
investment in Egypt and that the 
Kremlin wants to make sure Cairo 
will not lean any closer toward the 
United States. 
“ It is a clear hardening of the line 
for both parties," one Israeli source 
said. 
Israeli sources said Israel would 
continue pushing ahead with efforts 
toward peace but with a wait and 
see attitude that would leave it up to 
Egypt to make the next move. Israel 
is still awaiting a reply to the 
proposals it made six weeks ago on 
reopening the Suez Canal. 


Heavy 
fighting 
continues 


SAIGON 
(U PI) 
-South 
Viet­ 
namese infantrymen and tank crews 
with heavy U.S. air support killed 
219 Communist soldiers today in the 
third day of bitter fighting around 
the town of Snuol in northeastern 
Cambodia, military spokesmen in 
Saigon reported. 
South Vietnamese spokesmen said 
Communist troops were driven out 
of Snuol Thursday but had counter­ 
attacked with mortars and infantry 
to within 500 yards of the town. 
The fighting cost the Army of the 
Republic 
of 
(South) 
Vietnam 
(ARVN) at least eight dead and 18 
wounded, ARVN spokesmen said, 
for a total of at least 12 over the 
three-day period. 


Other military sources said more 
than 30 South Vietnamese have been 
killed in three days of the heaviest 
combat aound Snuol since the allied 
invasion of Cambodia 13 months 
ago 
Snuol, a market town in a rubber- 
plantation area, straddles Highway 
7 about 115 miles northeast of the 
Cambodian capital of Phnom Penh, 
and about 90 miles northwest of 
Saigon. 


A year ago most of the town was 
destroyed by the U.S. 11th Armored 
Cavalry Regiment in the allied 
strike into Cambodia. U.S. tank 
crews who occupied the town looted 
it in a widely reported incident. 
ARVN 
spokesmen 
in 
Saigon 
claimed a “ body count" of 99 
Communists 
after 
a 
three-hour 
battle just west of Snuol today. 


Only 
scattered 
fighting 
was 
reported in South Vietnam, but the 
U.S. command said two Americans 
died Thursday when an Army AH1 
"Cobra” helicopter gunship crashed 
near Quang Tri, 400 miles north of 
Saigon. Cause of the crash was not 
immediately determined. 
The command also reported that 
four more B52 bomber missions hit 
Communist infiltration routes in the 
northwest corner of South Vietnam 
less than two miles from Laos.

ROSARIO, Argentina (U P I)— 
The Swift & Co., meat packing 
plant bowed today to a series of 
demands by the leftist kidnapers 
of 
British 
Consul 
Stanley 
Sylvester and said it would 
distribute $60,000 worth of food 
to tHe poor to win his release. 
The People’s Revolutionary 
Army (ER T ) had demanded 
that Swift distribute the food 
and rehire 4,000 workers it had 
laid off for economy reasons. 
Swift met that demand too and 


said it was considering others. 
The kidnapers put a 5 p.m. 
EDT deadline of Swift’s action 
and said if their demands were 
not met the diplomat-business- 
man would be placed on “ trial." 
Sylvester, 59, an Argentine-born 
honorary consul, is manager of 
the Swift plant. 
The terrorists kidnaped Syl­ 
vester outside his home last 
Sunday and has denounced him 
and Swift & Co., in commu­ 
niques as exploiters of the 


Argentine workers. The plant is 
owned 
by 
the 
International 
Deltec Consortium. 
A spokesman for Swift said 
other kidnap demands involved 
internal management of the 
plant 
and 
welfare 
of 
the 
workers. He said these were the 
ones under consideration. 
Police have arrested more 
than 30 persons for questioning 
about the kidnap. The ER P 
threatened Thursday to execute 
Sylvester if police found the 


hideaway were the organization 
said it was submitting him to 
“ people’s justice.”

YUBA CITY (U PI) - The Sutter 
County sheriff said today “ many” 
more graves may still be uncovered 
in the orchards along the Feather 
River where the bodies of 20 mass 
murder victims have already been 
found. 
Deputies using a trench digger 
continued their grim work, more 
than a week since the first bodies 
turned up and two days after Juan 
Corona, a 37-year-old farm labor 
contractor, 
was 
arrested 
and 
charged with murder. 
Sheriff Roy Whiteaker, under a 
court order not to discuss evidence, 
refused 
to 
give 
reporters 
any 
information about how he linked 
Corona to the slayings of the middle- 
aged transient farm hands whose 
hacked bodies were found in the 
orchards and along the river banks 
of this Central California farming 
region. 
The sheriff, however, said he 
expected the digging crews to find 
more bodies. They are working “ in 
an area where there may be many 
graves,” he said. 
A small “ sketch or diagram” was 
found in Corona’s home but the 
sheriff said it was not a map to the 
graves. He said the sites were 
chosen because of indentations in 
the ground. He said he hoped that 
the digging was near an end but “ as 
long as we keep making recoveries 
we will continue to search. " 
Whiteaker refused to say whether 
a transient picked up in nearby 
Marysville as a material witness in 
the case had given any information. 
But he said the man was not in jail. 
Five more of the victims were 
tentatively identified The sheriff 
said they were Don Smith, of 
Atlanta. Ga.; Bill Kemp, Baton 
Rouge. La.; James Howard, Jonas 
Smallwood and Elliott Riley, for 
whom no home cities were known 
Earlier 
two 
victim s 
were 
identified 
as 
Kenneth 
Edward 
Whitacre, 40, of Alameda. Calif., 
and 
Sigrud 
Beierman, 
63. 
of 
Marysville. 
AH the victims were between 40 
and 63 years old and were believed 
to be transient farm workers One 
may have been a Negro but the 
others were all “ Anglos." 
Whiteaker said he had determined 
no special significance to the fact 
that none of the victims were 
Mexicans like Corona. 


Corona, father of four small girls, 
was arrested early Wednesday after 
the ninth body had been unearthed. 


Court records show Corona was 
committed by his brother to a state 
mental hospital for three months in 
1956 as 
being “ confused 
and 
disoriented ... (suffering) delusions 
and hallucinations.” 


Psychiatrists diagnosed him as a 
schizophrenic. 
He was released 
from 
Dewitt State 
Hospital 
at 
Auburn, Calif., as “ recovered” on 
April 18,1956 


Officials have not disclosed any 
apparent motive for the slayings. 


Deputies, using a trench-digging

The Santa Barbara attorney for a 
Lompoc Valley organization seeking 
to block county approval of a state 
freeway pact which could lead to a 
$7.5 million freeway over Harris 
Grade on State Highway 1 north of 
Lompoc today contended that a new 
state 
freeway 
policy 
requires 
detailed 
economic 
studies 
and 
analysis before the project can get 
final approval. 
J. Marc McGinnes, counsel for 
Preserve 
Lompoc’s 
Unique 
Surroundings (PLU S), said he felt 
the Board of Supervisors at its 
public hearing on the issue May 17 
was “ acting in full accord with the 
new 
state 
freeway 
policy” 
enunciated late in April by the 
Reagan administration. 
He said 
this county is in a position to be the 
first in the state to take full 
advantage of it. 
The supervisors continued the 
hearing on the highly controversial 
matter to July 6 at Santa Barbara, 
meanwhile calling on the State 
Division of Highways to make an 
environmental impact study report. 
But McGinnes has shown that the 
PLUS group and other conservation- 
minded organizations, including the 
Sierra Club, are not pinning their 
hopes entirely on the environmental 
issue, although it is contended the 
freeway project would seriously 
mar the highway summit area and 
obliterate present stands of virgin 
trees. 


The foes of the highway project — 
counted by many hundreds who have 
signed 
petitions 
and 
written 
individual letters against it — are 
now 
looking 
at 
the 
Reagan 
administration policy to implement 
greater 
local 
participation 
in 
decision making on freeways such 
as the Harris Grade proposal. 


Contentions of the pro-highway 
forces, including the two Lompoc 
Valley members of the County 
Planning Commission, the Lompoc 
Valley Chamber of Commerce, and 
development groups will have to be 
countered by a strong economic cost 
argument, McGinnes admits. 


The argument of the anti-highway 
forces on the economic level is that 
a $7 5 million project — which with 
two interchanges seen as later 
necessary and forest and slope 
replanting — could grow to a $10 or 
$11 million project — is not feasible 
for traffic volume which currently 
would number no more than 3,000 
trips per day maximum 
Other 
north-south 
highways, 
including U.S. 101 and the Lompoc- 
Casmalia Rd. — along with Rt. 1 — 
can handle present traffic volumes, 
it is felt. Safety improvements only 
are needed to improve Harris Grade 
area, ii is felt. 


Planning Commission Chairman 
Robert Lilley said the Harris Grade 
freeway project is needed for “ farm 
to market traffic. But one widely 
known farmer in the area has 
disputed this contention 
Planning 
Commissioner M V. Duncan voted 
for it because he said present routes 
are not adequate 
The Chamber of 
Commerce and other pro-highway 
forces feel that improved highway 
travel in and out of Lompoc could 
help it tourist-wise 


McGinnis, in a letter to the

On March 1, 1969. a state 
court jury deliberated only 
55 minutes after a 40-dav 
trial and acquitted Shaw. 


Three days later Garrison 
charged Shaw with perjury 
for testifying in his trial he 
did not know Oswald and the

co-conspirators. 


"I feel the truth, though 
crushed to earth, finally will 
rise," Shaw said Thursday, 
"and I think it has done it.

The 500 is in a class by itself

To begin with, don’t ever 
call it “The Indy.” 
After all, if any motor race 
can be considered dignified 
( t r a d i t i o n does cloak an 
event in dignity) it is the In­ 
d i a n a p o l l s 500. “Indy” 
smacks of the crass and the 
commonplace. Besides, the 
500 is serious. 
It is inextricably entwined 
with a kind of Midwestern 
m a c h i s m o which makes 
even a mildly negative atti­ 
tude toward the race some­ 
what d a n g e r o u s , at least 
within a 200-mile radius of 
ground zero on race day. 
Why this should be so, 
even after more than 50 
years, is something for the 
philosophers to debate. In 
Indiana. May is 500 month. 
From May 15 on, middle 
America is infected with the 
spirit and on race day, even 
effete Easterners e m e r g e 


from their cocoons and say 
to each other, knowingly, 
“Andretti is bound to do it 
again.” (At any other time, 
those same Easterners will 
ask pretentiously, “Andretti 
who?” ) 
This year, there is a slight 
d e p a r t u r e from tradition. 
The Race will be run on May 
29. the Saturday before Me­ 
morial Day. And another 
tradition, 
established 
last 
year, continues Once again, 
there’s a purse of more than 
$1 million—$1,003,610, to be 
precise. 
There are 76 entries from 
which 33 will be chosen in 
qualifying rounds. The unse­ 
lected either sit around nurs­ 
ing damaged egos or, more 
realistically, begin to won­ 
der how they’ll pay the stag- 
g e r i n g sett ing-up bills. 
There’s not even a piece of 
the purse to hope for. 
A. J Foyt will be looking 
for a fourth victory, which 


would be unprecedented He 
won in 1961, 1964 and 1967. 


Once again, creative car 
owners have come up with 
screwball names for their 
machines, like “ Su g a r i p e 
Prune Special,” “Joe Hunt 
Magneto Special,” “ Indy on 
a Shoestring,” “ STP Keep 
Kool R a d i a t o r Treatment 
Special,” “Minnesota Seren­ 
dipity Special,” and the best, 
“Need a Sponsor Special.” 
Five h u n d r e d miles, it 
should be remembered, is 
not a Sunday drive. And 
thrashing pell-mell around a 
squared-off oval is not neces­ 
sarily fun. F o r g e t about 
those who sniff that driving 
Indianapolis is easy, that all 
one does is stamp on it and 
turn left. There are some 
2,000 of those turns and each 
one, believe it or not, is not 
the same. 
Each driver must plan his 
race with e x t r e m e care, 


knowing that his plan may 
change seconds after he has 
formed it. 
Sportswriter Phil S t r o u d 
may have put his finger on 
the Indianapolis undercur­ 
rent when he wrote: 
“There is an intangible 
creeping fright here. The 500 
threatens to show you all. 
but when you are there, a 
party to it, you pray you will 
be spared from seeing it all 
This is a huge business, in­ 
volving millions of dollars 
international reputations and 
billboards from here to Rho­ 
desia.

Dear Dr. Lamb—I am 16 
years old and have a small 
question. My hands shake 
constantly f r o m 
nervous­ 
ness. I am always arguing 
with my friends and family. 
There is a constant push for 
better marks from my par­ 
ents because I go to a pri­ 
vate school. I am becoming 
concerned about my shaking 
hands. I don’t want to see a 
doctor because my parents 
would have to know. Is there 
a product that works to stop 
constant nervousness? 


Dear 
Reader — Nervous­ 
ness is a 
symptom. You 
have suggested some causes 
for your problem, particular­ 
ly the pressure to make good 
marks in school. There is no 
way that you can be proper­ 
ly treated without profes­ 
sional help, which means you 
will haveto see a doctor. 
Perhaps the first step in 
resolving 
y o u r 
difficulty 
would be to discuss it frank­ 
ly with your parents. Prob­ 
lems in communications be­ 
tween people who live to­ 
gether or have close emo­ 
tional ties are a frequent 
cause of nervousness. The 
best treatm ent for this is 
talking out the problem. 
Certain habits, like exces­ 
sive 
use 
of 
coffee, 
cola 
drinks and cigarettes, 1 in­ 
crease 
nervousness. 
Some 
diseases do, also, like an 
overactive t h y r o i d gland 
which can cause shaking of 
the hands as well. Individ­ 
uals with overactive thyroid 
glands are usually excessive­ 


ly emotional and sensitive to 
life’s stresses. Finally there 
is 
nervousness 
associated 
with 
emotional 
problems 
(very frequent in students) 
and even disorders of the 
nervous 
system. 
Nervous­ 
ness is not something that 
you can resolve by taking a 
pill 
without 
understanding 
the cause. 
You should not be ashamed 
about being nervous. It may 
well be a symptom of a 
medical problem that needs 
attention. In any case, it is 
a problem which affects your 
health and happiness. It is 
certainly 
worthy 
of 
your 
parents’ attention and in­ 
terest and justifies a visit to 
your doctor. 


Dear Dr. Lamb—When a 
doctor puts a person on a 
reducing diet, doesn’t the 
diet require a certain amount 
of water? My husband said 
he has never heard of a diet 
including water, that you can 
go on any diet and leave 
water 
out 
and 
still 
lose 
weight. 


Dear Reader—Water has 
no calories. Regardless of 
how much water you drink, 
it will have no effect on the 
fat stores in your body. Wa­ 
ter can affect body weight. 
Some doctors ask their 
patients to drink water to 
help fill up the digestive 
tract and hopefully decrease 
the appetite. If you limit suf­ 
ficiently the amount of cal­ 
ories in the diet, whether you 
drink water or not, you will 
still lose weight.

Work or welfare? 


It is no news that the government's left hand does not 
always know what its right hand is doing. 
It is not, 
however, 
always just a case of the 
inevitable 
bureaucratic bungling. 
More and more of late, particularly in the areas of 
welfare and employment, it is a matter of the 
government s strategy conflicting with the very goals 
that strategv is intended to achieve 
Under the Nixon administration's proposed Family 
Assistance Plan, for instance, the federal government 
would assure an annual income floor to poor families at 
rates which would provide $2,400 for four persons. There 
would be a maximum of $3,600 for any one family. 
(States could supplement these figures to higher levels, 
if they wished.) 
............ 
But under the concept of "workfare 
instead of 
welfare, there would be stiff requirements for able- 
bodied adult members of such families to accept training 
and job assignments. 
At the same time as Congress is musing over this plan, 
it is also considering the administration's proposal to 
increase the minimum wage from its present $1.60 an 
hour to $1 80 an hour by next January and to $2 in 
January, 1974 
The administration also favors a lower 
minimum for teen-agers and agricultural workers to 
make it easier for them to find work.

However, according to 
chairman of the House 
Rep. John H Dent, R-Pa., 
labor subcommittee, with 
anything less than $2 an hour, the head of a family would 
be better off on welfare. 
"If a man has any concern for his family he will ’go 
under the Family Assistance Plan rather than work 
because he will be able to provide his family with about a 
20 per cent higher standard of living," says Dent. 
It is not clear where he gets his figure of 20 per cent. 
But at $1.80 an hour for an eight-hour day, five-day week, 
50-week year, a man would gross $3,600 — only equal to 
the maximum under the Family Assistance Plan. And 
not every eligible welfare recipient, of course, could 
count on working that steadily. 
A bill introduced by Sen Harrison A. Williams Jr., D- 
N.J., would set a minimum wage of $2 an hour 
immediately and raise (his to $2.25 a year later. 
The administration opposes a $2 minimum sooner than 
1974 on the grounds that it would create inflationary 
pressures and aggravate unemployment and, perforce, 
drive more people to welfare. Yet as Dent points out. 
why should a man work if he can have a better income on 
weifare? 
Everyone wants to do the best thing for the poor and

Anderson claims

industry — it's an 
innovative industry 
and it has been, 
from its inception, a 
problem-solving 
industry. 
"Solutions to the grave problems 
of 
urban 
renewal, 
high-speed 
transportation, national health and 
air and water pollution also entail 


high 
technology 
expertise. 
he 
states. "Therefore, it’s logical that 
this nation should survey aerospace 
and assess its material and human 
resources." 
Anderson says, however, that our 
immediate concern in aerospace is 
not 
with 
allocating 
human 
resources, but in rescuing them. 
Unless that rescue is accomplished, 
discussion 
of 
human 
resource 
allocation becomes academic. 
Three years ago there were 
1,430.000 workers in the aerospace 
industry. About half of those were 
production workers. A little more 
than 24 per cent were white collar 
workers, 
the 
balance 
were 
engineers, scientists, and highly 
skilled technicians. 
In 1970 alone, more than 280,000 
employes 
were 
deleted 
from 
aerospace payrolls. This year, it is 
estimated an additional 67.000 will 
become 
surplus. 
Employment 
stands today at one million, that's 
a loss of one-third of the total 
aerospace work force in just three 
years. 


"If we could do away with science 
and technology, according to some 
of the critics, we d step across the 
magic threshold into paradise. This 
country, they exclaim, needs less 
growth, less knowledge, less skill, 
less progress," Anderson says. 
"Suppose we give in and abandon the 
national space program. 
Suppose 
we shut down the whole NASA

parliamentary report that created a 
sensation when it was released.

study

Parliamentary 
Committee 
on 
Science and Technology warned that 
unless drastic measures are taken 
an additional 13.000,000 people by 
the 
year 
2000 
will 
create 
an 
intolerable condition of life. The 
sensational press read into the 
conclusions of the report an implied 
demand for family limitation by 
law. 
The chairman of the committee, 
Airey 
Neave, 
a 
conservative 
member of Parliament, promptly 
denied that either the report or in a 
press conference he held was there 
any such implication. But the report 
does not sugar-coat the convicfion 
that Britain must do far more, both 
through government and private 
family 
planning 
agencies, 
if 
intolerable overcrowding is not to 
destroy the quality of life in these 
isles 
and 
indeed 
threaten 
the 
existence of a people so dependent 
on trade with the outside world. 
The population of the United 
Kingdom is close to 56,000,000 — for 
England and 
Wales just under 
50,000,000 What is startling to learn 
is that in the most - concentrated 
areas population density — 3.4 to the 
acre in the northwest, 2.56 in the 
southeast — exceeds the crowding 
anywhere 
in 
Europe. 
In the 
Netherlands, regarded as one of the 
most-crowded 
countries, 
the 
average persons per acre is 1.27; for 
Belgium 1.28. 
The recent rate of population 
growth, 0.7 per cent a year, is low in 
com parison 
with 
most 
industrialized countries. 
It 
is 
phenomenally low compared 
to 
countries like Egypt, with a rate of 
increase well over three per cent, 
and most of Latin-America, where 
the 
population 
explosion 
rages 
unabated. 
While 
government 
witnesses took a cautious view of 
Britain's ability to absorb as many 
people in the last 30 years of the 
century as were added in the first 
seven decades, outsiders concerned 
with 
family planning 
and 
the 
population dilemma put the problem 
as bluntly as possible 
The Conservation Society pointed 
out that, in terms of being able to 
feed itself, Britain was already 
grossly overpopulated This country 
grows only one-half its food supply. 
Fishing grounds off Britain's shores 
have been overfished and today, as 
the society noted, much of the fish 
consumed here comes from distant 
waters. 
The 
society, 
the 
principal 
organization concerned with the 
environment, urged a series of 
government measures to reduce the 
population increase to a minimum 
The responsibility for insuring 
that we have a family planning 
service adequate for our needs rests 
with the government." the society 


said in a memorandum filed with 
the parliamentary committee. “ And 
we urge the government to make the 
family planning service an integral 
part of the National Health Service, 
thus 
im plem enting 
the 
recommendation 
of 
the 
royal 
commission on population in 1949. 


“ The government approach, the 
memorandum contends, has been 
cautious that birth-control advice is 
hopelessly inadequate and badly 
publicized. 


The Conservation Society urged 
greater facilities under the abortion 
act 
passed 
in 
1967, 
with 
the 
government taking steps to “ insure 
that all women who wish and who 
are 
entitled 
to 
have 
their 


pregnancies terminated under the 
act are able to obtain operations 
without further delay." A report 
just 
issued 
shows 
22,808 
legal 
abortions in England and Wales in 
the first quarter of this year, a slight 
increase over the same period in 
1970. Of the 1971 figure 533 were 
girls under 16, all unmarried. 
Emigration to Canada, Australia 
and elsewhere is one escape valve. 
But it is limited. The plain truth is 
that Britons like Britain. They like 
the civility, the sense of privacy, the 
slower pace. All the amenities may 
vanish with overcrowding, but that’s 
for a future which few are willing to 
face.

Fair and quick justice "is not the 
practice today," the governor told 
the 
Los 
Angeles 
County 
Bar 
Association 
this 
week. 
“ And 
regrettably, many laymen do not 
even believe it is still a mission of 
the legal system. 
"Endless appeals 
of 
questionable 
merit, the resort of 
legal 
gimmicks 
involving technical 
and 
procedural 
r u le s ,” 
have 
become a means of 
delay, he said, 
a 
way 
“ for 
the 
defense 
not 
to 
assure justice but to 
prevent it." 
Reagan 
also 
attacked 
the 
"growing tendency" for clients to 
"stage-manage" their own defense 
with 
“ d isre sp e c tfu l 
and 
contemptuous conduct toward the 
court." 


This conduct is “ deliberate on the 
part of modern revolutionaries," he 
said. “ It is copied from the young 
thugs of the Hitler era. The purpose 
is to prove that under stress, the 
system won’t work." 
The governor also took on the 
legislature for its apparent lack of 
interest in making "any significant 
improvements 
in 
the 
judicial 
system this session. " 
Of course the bar association has 
no control over “ clients making a 
shambes of the court but it certainly 
should be able to wield some control 
over its own members that do the 
same thing. 
And the members in turn should 
be able to exercise better control 
over the unruly clients. 
The legislature definitely needs to 
improve and upgrade the judicial 
system, but even then it will only 
work as well as those working 
within it will make it work.
